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MISSION (TASK ): The mission of the Commission will be to insure joint 
action by the parties in implementing the following provisions of the 
AGREEMENT ON ENDING THE MAR AND RESTORING PEACE IN VIETNAM (hereinafter 
referred to as the Agreement): 

(a) A ceasefire shall be observed throughout South Vietnam as of 

hours (Indochina time), on , 1972, i.e. 

hours G.M.T. , on , 1972. (First paragraph of Article 2 of the 

Agreement) . 

(b) The United States forces and those of the other foreign countries 
allied with the United States and with the Republic of Vietnam shall remain 
in-place pending the implementation of the plan of troop withdrawal. The 
Commission shall determine the modalities. (Article 3a of the Agreement) 

(c) The regular forces of all services and arms and the irregular 
forces of the parties in South Vietnam shall stop all offensive activities 
against each other and shall strictly abide by the following stipulations: 

- All acts of force on the ground, in the air, and on the sea 
shall be prohibited. 

- All hostile acts of terrorism and reprisals by both sides will 
be banned. (Article 3c of the Agreement) 

(d) Within sixty days of the signing of the Agreement, there will be 
a total withdrawal from South Vietnam of troops, military advisers, and 
military personnel, including technical military personnel and military 
personnel associated with the pacification program, armaments, munitions, 
and war material of the United States and those of the other foreign 
countries allied with the United States and with the Republic of 
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Vietnam. Advisers from the above-mentioned countries to all paramilitary 
organizations and the police force will also be withdrawn within the same 
period of time. (Article 5 of the Agreement) 

(e) The dismantlement of all military bases of the United States and 
those of the other foreign countries allied with the United States and 
with the Republic of Vietnam in South Vietnam shall be completed within 
sixty days of the signing of this agreement. (Article 6 of the Agreement) 

(f) The return of captured military personnel and foreign civilians 
of the parties shall be carried out simultaneously with and completed on 
the same day as the troop withdrawal mentioned in Article 5 of the Agree- 
ment. The parties shall exchange complete lists of the above-mentioned 
captured military personnel and foreign civilians on the day of the signing 
of this agreement. 

(1) The parties shall help each other to get information about 
those captured military personnel and foreign civilians of the parties 


missing in action, to determine the location and take care of the graves 


of the dead so as to facilitate the exhumation and repatriation of the 


remains, and to take any such other measures as may be required to get 
information about those still considered missing in action. 

(2) The question of other Vietnamese civilian personnel detained 
in South Vietnam and not covered by Article 8(a) of the Agreement will be 
resolved by the South Vietnamese parties on the basis of the principles of 
Article 21(b) of the Agreement on the Cessation of Hostilities in Vietnam 
of July 20, 1954. The South Vietnamese parties will do so in a spirit of 
national reconciliation and concord, with a view to ending hatred and 
enmity, in order to ease suffering and to reunite families. The two South 
Vietnamese parties will do their utmost to resolve this question within 
three months after the ceasefire comes into effect. 'I 
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
